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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, 
unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is objected to for being too lengthy. A new title is required that 
concise, and simultaneously is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are 
directed. 

The following title is suggested: - Clip for Surfboard Leash -

4. The abstract of the invention is objected as it contains personal information of the 
inventor, which must be removed from the page on which the abstract is printed.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language, and fail to define the clear metes and bounds of that claimed matter for which a 
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patent protection is sought. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as 
to present a complete operative device. Each claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. 
Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-5, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by White et al. (US 5,230,489) 

As best understood, White et al. shows a clip for holding together wires in a wire bundle. 
It is noted that the claims are directed to a clip structure, and its use with a surfboard leash is 
considered an intended use. While the reference does not specifically teach use for holding 
together a surfboard leash, applicant may note that such clip is capable of holding the leash in a 
wrapped manner to prevent its unraveling, and therefore meets the limitations of the claims. 
This product can be used with a power cord as well as a rope. 

9. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
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Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or agent.

Lassiter, Miles, Lankey, Gary et al., Protz Jr., Hanson et al., Corwin et al., Wells Jr., 
Schumacher et al., and Levinsky show clips that are capable of holsing together a 
surfboard leash.
